Curricular awards were presented in the areas of Matriculation, Business, and Technical-Vocation Education. 
Honors awards were presented to students achieving a 79.5% or greater average in five subjects, while those students 
achieving a 74.5% to a 79.49% average received Honorable Mention. 

Athletic awards were presented for participation and excellence in sports on the basis of a point system. Thirty 
points resulted in a Minor Athletic Award, and 150 points were needed to obtain the highest Triple Major Award, with 
Major and Double Major Awards ranking in between. 

Twenty points were required 
for a Minor award and thirty points for a Major award. 

Service awards were presented to students who had contributed considerable time and effort to school activities. 

The Wayne Sanborn Memorial Citizenship Award was presented to one student demonstrating strong leadership 
qualities, who is courteous and co-operative, participating in athletics, activities, and curricular studies. 

Outstanding Boy and Girl Awards were presented to those students excelling in curricular studies, executive ability, 
leadership, and participation in activities and displaying good character throughout high school. 

The W. O. McLean Award was presented for athletic achievement.

“Every human being being is not only himself. He is also the unique, 
quite special, altogether important and remarkable point where the 
phenomena of the world intersect just once and never again in precisely 
this way. Therefore, every human being’s history is important, 


everlasting, divine; therefore, every human being, as long as ‘he lives and 


Carries out nature’s will, is something wonderful and worthy of every at- 
tention.” : 

These. words were written by Herman Hesse, a modern novelist and 
poet who was concemed about the individual's development and self- 
discovery. His words are very propitious to this occasion. For are we not 
concerned today with history and development of every individual 
graduate? For just under two decades each one of us has been ex- 
periencing his own unique intersection of phenomena which have 
made up his life. Graduation is the time for Seu and con- 

““templation of arrival at this “remarkable point.” 

Each one of us has spent three long years working toward the specific 
goal of. ‘graduation from Harry Ainlay. Much of the meaning of our 
lives has been’ in working toward this goal. However, now that we have 
finally arrived here, the importance of the achievement has diminished. 
For life is a continuing process involved in coming here, but from here, 
but from here on the important thing will be the process involved in at- 
taining our new goals. 

Yes, coming here...We always seem to remember the good times. In 
thinking about those memorable times, whether we were enjoying our- 
selves or struggling over some difficult task, we observe that those times 
were when we were at the peak of ‘operation. But in order to have ex- 
perienced® the stimulation of those times, the reaction with our en- 
vironment. and the growth resulting from this reaction, we needed 
catalysts. These catalysts were the people around us guiding, instructing, 
organizing, influencing and loving us. These people, ‘our parents, 
‘teachers, coaches and friends, these parts of us will “always be 
acknowledged and remembered. 

Because of these people our pasts have been relatively stable, cert 

i and comfortable. In the future we will have more autonomy but 
‘this autonomy more vulnerability to the awesome world forces which 
“have: di rected and influenced all men throughout history and which will 


been granted some power and freedom to direct our lives, This power 
has come from the past in the form of education. 

This education means the process by which we learn to apply our- 
selves to our fullest capabilities. [t is a process which should never stop 
at scheduled school courses. To be educated is to be aware of “the 
phenomena of the world” which are affecting us. Being aware is not a 
passive state of observation. Being aware means also participation in the 
world around us. Specifically education gives us two main attributes in 
becoming more aware. First it gives us the tools to deal with the ordered 
part of our world, the knowledge, skills and practise in reason which we 
must learn to apply in any field of endeavor. Without these tools we 
could not be socialized, we could not fit into and adapt to our complex, 
changing society. With these tools we will have the ability and courage 
to face the future. 

Second, education helps us to become more sensitive so we may ab- 
sorb and react to the concrete reality of experience, the accumulation of 
our thoughts, our emotions and our senses. This quality instills in us the 
curiosity and the hunger to live a full life. This second part of education 
teaches us to appreciate the beautiful. Sensitivity allows us to come into 
closer contact with other people; through these pcbeG we ae ourselves. 
By this, process we: learn. compassion’ ani oe 

It is these two concepts of education - this Betanced dichotomy - 
which makes us human, which sets us above the blind obedience of 
animals to their passions and machines to their programs. So 
Shakespeare said: 


“and blessed are those 
Whose blood and judgement are so well commingled 
That they are not a pipe for Fortune's finger 
To sound what stop she please.” 

It is this commingling of Blood and judgement, of passion and 
reason, which aves us such unique creative potential, which makes us 
aware. 

And now we bid farewell to Harry Ainlay. ‘From here let us carry with 

us those attributes of unique individuals, defining our goals and pu 

suing them creatively; facing the future not with uncertainty, but with 
If cach one of us does’ this we should, as Hesse writes, be 


A TOAST TO THE GRADUATING CLASS 


When I was asked to speak to the graduating class this evening, I felt 
a sense of honor for being asked to do this. As I searched for something 
to say that might be intelligent and appropriate, I began to feel a sense 
of terror. As I stand before you now, a third dimension has ben added - 
what did I ever do to you guys that you want to get even with me this 
way? It must have been all those pink slips I made you fill out. In- 
cidentally, if some of you grads want to make a bushel, get into medical 
research. If you ever find a cure for that flu bug that strikes some of you 
five or six times in three months you have it made. 

Seriously, I do feel honored to be here and I hope that what I have to 
say will not lessen the respect that you have accorded me. I say it with a 
heartfelt concern for your life ahead, that when you look back you can 
say, “It has been good.” I am going to present you with some concerns 
and ideas that [ have - then I shall ask you to do something. 

You are reaching adulthood now - physically, mentally and legally. 
In a few weeks most of you are going to be leaving high school and en- 
tering another phase of your life. Some of you will go to University or 
technical schools, some to jobs or travel and some to wander aimlessly, 
or as they would reply if questioned, “to look for meaning in life.” To 
me, life is not a meaning - it is an opportunity, an opportunity to put 
together a series of meaningful experiences and hence to make life 
meaningful: an experience we can enjoy. Life will not be meaningful if 
you wait for it to come to you. 

In connection with this, I am beginning to feel that, to a certain ex- 
tent, we are, by default, contributing to some of the restlessness and 
aimlessness that you feel. When I say we, I include the school, the 
home, and other related agencies that are concerned with your 
education and well-being. I say we contribute to this because I feel that 
we are doing less and less to provide and/or require certain basic 
guidelines of personal conduct and knowledge assimilation which 
would help you to avoid making mistakes that others - and I suppose 
ourselves - have made and would give you a sounder base from which 
to form your decisions. All this, not because we are smarter or better, 
simply because we have experienced more, I would not let my cight year 
old gallop gaily on steep banks of a raging torrent with the thought,

I am aware of some of the excellent work that some oof you ‘perform 


in the community (and farther) - Iam also aware that | am unaware of 
much more that you do for us as well as yourselves. At the same time [ 
am aware of the careless and/or heedless actions that tend to detract so 
much from the good that has been done. 

I think back to the incomplete and unfinished assignments and the 
days that you --- well --- let’s just say that you were indisposed, I think 
of some of the excuses: ‘‘Well, there's this important telephone call ...”, 
or, “but Mr. Peters, my books were in this guy’s locker and I had to find 
him,“ or, “Well- uh - well you see, Mr. Stolee was a bit uptight and he - 
uh - well he nailed me,” or, “this judge won’t wait...” 

I also remember the enjoyable times: the discussions, the laughs and 
the work that has been accomplished by many. Tonight I see the way 
that you comport yourselves - I can see the pride in your parents cyes. 
You can feel the excitement and good-feeling in this gathering. 

Perhaps now you can see why I am puzzled - why I have ambivalent 
feelings about your accomplishments. 

T want to read you something I ran across not too long ago. It is the 
entire commencement address given by Chancellor Larry T. McGhee 
to the University of Alabama in May of last year. | commend it to you - 
in fact - to all of us. 

Mr. President and friends, venerable graduates, and vulnerable ad- 
ministrators, I cannot thank you adequately for asking me to say a few 
words today: Rage, Reason, Read, Laugh, Linger, Love. . . 

RAGE - Age and education give you authority, citizenship the respon- 
sibility, to rage against mediocrity and injustice in your society, more 
especially in yourself. Lest you leave your life on an altar of ethical 
neutrality or find your soul eroded by gentle raindrops of moral detach- 
ment, heed Dylan Thomas; 
Do not go gentle into that 
good night; 
Rage, rage against the dying of 
the light. 
REASON - More things are wrought by reason than this world dreams 
of; wherefore, make reason the nuclear weapon of your arsenal of rage, 
and by its use convince others of your integrity, if not of your rightness. 
The hand that cradles the rock, the heart that heeds not the head, must 
not rule this world. 
READ - Bury yourself in good books and read them often; too soon the 
Minister will bury you and read for you. Develop a thirst for printer's 
ink and quench it by reading, for from books flows the fountain of 
youth found by few. 
LAUGH - He who cannot laugh at himself always appears ridiculous. 
LINGER - Everything has its season; time will wait for what's wor- 
thwhile, Heed the South Alabama philosopher: Pause to pick some 
flowers along your way. 
LOVE - Love is the most unnatural human emotion; although we have 
learned to transplant the human heart, we have not learned to tran- 


~ sform it. Commit an unnatural act: Love one another. 


» These are the ideas that I wanted to present. Now for what I would 
ask you to do. Would you spend even a little time thinking about these 
ideas, especially those of Chancellor McGhee’s to see if they can help 


you in your approach to life's problems. If they can then I have ac-_ 
complished something tonite, if not, I apologize for wasting your time. 


~ Now (I know I speak for everyone here tonight) I wish you well, | 
pray that you find both the courage and the discipline to work with 


others for a better world whereever you may ultimately find yourself: 


’ Ladies and Gentlemen, will you now rise and, with me, drink a toast 
to the graduands. :
